When grown people begin dealing with myths. <tnd 
go on from there to act as though the myths were realities, 
they are bound to get some strange results. 
Professional “molders of public opinion" have built 
up a whole set of fairytales about American history. 
Just how many people they are fooling is debatable. One 
thing is obvious. Some of them wind up fooling them­ 
selves. 
v 
There has been a good deal of comment from certain 
groups, as an aftermath of the recent election, to the effect 
that the American Constitution ought to be amended in 
line with that of Canada and the unwritten Constitution 
of England, providing that the Chief Executive be auto­ 
matically ousted whenever a Congress of the contrary 
political party be elected. 
Virtually all of this discussion, which has involved 
some persons of great learning and reputation, has been 
founded on a ridiculously false assumption — that the 
American plan of government includes no provision for 
breaking a deadlock between the President and the legis­ 
lative branch of government. 
The casual reader certainly would get such an im­ 
pression. He would, in fact, feel a trifle shocked at the 
careless oversight of so necessary a clause in any workable 
program of government. 
Of course anyone who stops to think about the mat­ 
ter knows, or can soon find out, that the American Con­ 
stitution has an even stronger provision along these lines 
than that of England or Canada.
